Fishing Excursion. 


Quite an enjoyable fishing excursion 


was taken August 2'JHi at Long Beach, 
by a party principally made up of 
city officials of Covina and Lonir 
Beach.

Burbank on Root-Pruning. 


Luther Burbank in Rural New 


Yorker: Every experienced nursery- 
man trims all the small side roots off 
his nursery stock before planting. 
This is a universal custom, and in mv 
experiments 
I 
have 
found that 


seedlings and very young trees should 
always be treated in this way under 
all circumstances. A youug seedling 
tree which has had it* roots cat off 
to within a few inches of the collar, 
and the top almost wholly removed, 
will it> all cases make a far better 
growth than One planted with all 
its roots, even if the top should be 
removed. Of course it is neceacary to 
remove the top in proportion to the 
amount of roots removed and strange 
as it may seam, it is especially neces- 
sary to prune the roots short when 
they are to be planted on laud that 
has little moisture near the surface. 
For the trees having many side roots 
divide their forces in stalling in all 
direction*, instead of making a good 
aubstautial maiH tap-root, which the 
closely pruned seedling- will always 
proceed to do. 
Though of universal 


application, these facts are especially 
applicable to dry climates like- Cali- 
fornia aud Texas.

The City Assessment. 


The 
assessment 
roll 
of the 


City of Covina is now completed 
and approved by the Board of 
Equalisation. The total amount 
of the assessed valuation accord- 
ing 
to the city assessment is 


$332,525 which is an increase of 
about 11,000 on last year's valua- 
tion by the county, and about 
$50,000 less than 
this year's 


valuation by the county assessor. 
There was very little complaint 
before the Board of Equalization 
in regard to the city assessment, 
only three applications for re- 
duction were made, aggregating 
.small amounts. The assessment 
appears fair and equitable in the 
main. The Board of Trustees 
will probably set the rate at 75c 
on the hundred with possibly a 
library tax of twenty cents on 
the hundred valuation additional, 
now that the library has become 
a city charge. The rate will be 
lower than in most towns in 
Southern California with corres- 
ponding low valuation.

glns. The ashes are taken from the furnace on the morning following cre- 
mation and, a.s n rule, Interred in n lot in Mount Royal Cemetery.

three times Its present pressure. A new and modern receptacle will ho built 
on the site of the present antiquated one. It will be built above ground and 
will Insure n fall of about forty feet to Manila. 


This fall will be distributed throughout the cHy nnd suburbs by nt lea5*! 


six pipe, conductors of smaller diameter than the present single one. This 
will Insure Manila against being totally cut off from a supply of water.

addition to the above It Is estimated that the Vater will enter the city with 
a force sufficient to fiend a stream through a six-Inch pipe well over a build- 
ing 100 feet high.

Any industrious and 
observant pei'son could get together facts enough about promising young 
lives that had come to no good from lack of. the pressure of necessity, to 
make careful citizens hesitate to say whether, If they had to choose, they 
would prefer the risks of $50,000 a year or tuberculosis. 
And yet, $50,000 


a year has its good points, its opportunities, Its privileges, in the opinion of 
Harper's Weekly; and in New York, at,least, there are facts and considera- 
tions that go far towards neutralizing Its perils. 


Suppose it Is a mere income derived ftot from investment, but from labor 


or business. Its possessor, if he Is prdjtpnt, will save $20,000, and perhaps 
he will give away .$5,000. That will lea'e him only §25.000 a year to live ou, 
and though, even if he has a family, he can live in comfort ou that sum, 
that he cannot live in prldeful luxury npou It is so well known that there 
Is no need of goin.? into details to tell why. 
If his $50,000 conies to him 


in dividend checks and coupons without trouble or anxiety to him, the 
situation is harder. It is nn awful tiling to be rid of tlie struggle for exist- 
ence. It Is really the next thing to being dead, and yet it is what almost 
every one of us aspires to and readies after all the time. The first, tiling 
the beginner usually trlrs to buy with his niMiey Is ease; the next is pleas- 
ure. That's where the $50,000 gets in its deadly work. When Its possessor 
buys ease and pleasure instead of opportunity, it may raise the devil with 
him, as Dr. Hillis justly suggests.

For the pa»» fevr years the lemon 


growers of Glendora have been cut- 
ting back their trees and budding 
them to oranges, and as a consequence 
the lemon output has been greatly 
diminished, not more 
tlian thirty 


carloads having been {.hipped this! 
reason. The stockholders say that) 


they cannot handle this small output 
to advantage. 


The annual stockholders' meeting of 


the Olendora Citrus Association was 
held Saturday. 
The new board of 


directors elected were W, J Cox, pres- 
ident; G. C». Mathews, vice-president; 
W. R. Powell, secretary; J. H. Hom- 
tnell and J. J. West. 
The association 


has shipped during the past year 318 
carloads of oranges, and the average 
returns to the growers have been very 
satisfactory. In anticipation of a large 
increase in the crop for the coming 
season plans are under way for an en- 
largement of the packing house and 
the addition of new facilities for hand- 
ling the fruit. A resolution was unani- 
mouslv adopted indorsing the work 
of the California Fruit Agency, and 
strongly commending the action of 
the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change in the formation of the agency. 


This section is making quite a repu- 


tation in melon growing. The crop 
for this season assumed such propor- 
tions that it could not be handled by 
home dealers and the peddlers, who 
hauled hundreds of tons to Los An- 
geleN and smaller towns so as to re- 
lieve the congested condition of the 
market. 
Several growers combined 


and have been shipping carload lots 
to Arizona and New Mexico.
